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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicants' arguments are not convincing. The 
Applicants argue that the final rejection was improper because the Applicants have only received a clear rejection once. Yet, the non-final 
rejection of August 19, 2009 and the final rejection of 1/21/2010 both reject the claims using the same art and by the same paragraphs of 
35 U.S.C. 102 and 103. The rejection of 1/21/2010 was modified in its organization only to more thoroughly explain how the art was/is being 
applied. This was stated in the final rejection of page 2 in the first paragraph because the Applicants already argued this unconvincing point. 
Regarding claim 1 the Applicants argue "stop 56 of Hoy et al. cannot be removed from the carton as claimed without rendering Hoy et al. 
unsatisfactory for its intended pupose of providing a dispensing feature with a retaining means to retain one can at a time." However, the 
structure of the paperboard carton in claim 1 is being examined and the prior art device of Hoy et al. disclose a paperboard carton with a 
structure that is the same as the Applicants' current version of claim 1 because stop 56 is structured to be removable (see the perforations 
in Figure 1 ) regardless of its purpose in the teaching according to Hoy et al. Therefore, Hoy et al. does anticipate the claim and this 
argument is not convincing. Additionally, the Applicant argue regarding claims 2 and 4 that the Examiner has not provided "a teaching or 
suggestion for the proposed modification of a single reference." Yet, the Examiner has provided on page 9 of the final Office Action a 
suggestion. Specifically, adding a divider pad would have been obvious to divide the inside of the carton and securing such a pad with a 
gluing panel is a well known and recognized means for structuring the inside of a carton according to preference of the carton's designer. 
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
